IXTEEN centuries ago a virgin 


named Odilia was martyred 
near what is now Cologne, Ger- 
many. Recently a large relic, one of 
her bones, was brought from Eu- 
rope to Crosier Seminary, Onamia, 
Minnesota where a national shrine 
has been erected in her honor. Lo 
cated at the entrance to Minneso- 
ta’s resort region, the shrine wel- 
comes thousands of vacationers 
each year. This year many of them 
will have “the added privilege of 
kneeling before her relic at the 
shrine while making their peti- 
tions. 
St. Odilia was in the company of 
St. Ursula, and she is believed to 
have been of royal blood. She was 


venerated in some of the churches | 


in the neighborhood of Cologne for 
several centuries, but it was not 
until 1287 that her veneration be- 
came widespread. In that year she 
appeared to a Crosier lay brother 
and told him where her relics 
could be unearthed. At the same 
time St. Odilia informed the lay 
brother that by the will of God she

The Feast of thé Transference of 
the Relics of St. Odilia is solemnly 
celebrated in the Crosier Order on 
July 18th. The feast of her martyr- 
dom is celebrated with that of St 
Ursula on the 21st of October. 

During the French Revolution 
the original Crosier motherhouse 
was completely destroyed, but the 
relics were carefully concealed and 
later were taken to the parish 
church at Kerniel in Belgium 
They remained in the possession of 
that church until 1949.

The Resurrection of Christ, which offers the classic proof 
for His divinity, took place on the first day of the week, or on 
Sunday. Just as most other ordinances of the Old Law were ab- 
'Togated, so, in Apostolic times, the first day of the week was 
chosen for public worship, the day on which creation began, and 


,on which the “re-creation,” or the regeneration, of the world 
took place 


As you may learn from the Acts of the Apostles and from 
two of St. Paul's Epistles, the Apostles had great difficulty in 
convincing the Jewish converts that the ordinances of the Old 
Law were no longer binding. Circumcision gave way to Bap- 
tism; the animal sacrifices of the Old Law gave way to the New 
Testament Sacrifice instituted at the Last Supper. Certain meats, 
‘from which the Jews were obligated to abstain, were now per- 
‘mitted. The Jewish Sabbath yielded to the Christian Sunday.

Old Law Changed 


Christ's religion was to be constituted chiefly of Gentiles, 
‘who knew nothing about the ordinancer-of<he Old Law. 


In the year 193 Pope St. Victor thought the time had come 
'for the establishment of unity in so essential a point as Christian 
public worship. All Christians, except those in Asia Minor, had 
conformed to the new practice even before the year 160. The 
ancient historian Eusebius of the fourth century assures us that 
the Popes of his day quoted decisions of several Councils estab- 
lishing the first day of the week as the day of public worship. 


| In the year 276 St. Anatolius, Bishop of Laodicea, in his 
work entitled “The Pasch,” tells us that the Church of Asia 
Minor had then, for some time past, conformed to the new 
practice 

The Council of Nice in the vear 325 directed its first atten- 
tion to the universal obligation of cs lebrating Faster on a definite 
Sunday. The other matter, with which this Council dealt, was 
with the Arian Heresy 

Understand that Easter was celebrated from the first cen- 


tury on Sunday, but not always on the same Sunday, because 
the calendar had not yet been reformed, to make clear when the 
Vernal Equinox takes place. 

| At the time of the Reformation, the calendar reform by Pope 
Gregory XII had taken place, but the practice was universal of 
peeyery Easter at the same time except in Russia which, be- 
'cause of its hostility to Rome, would not accept the Pope's cal- 
‘endar. That was true in part of the reformed religions.in Eng- 
land and Germany. They were adverse to follow a calendar 
which had a Pope as its author. The reform took place on Feb- 
ruary 24, 1581, when Pope Gregory urged the suppression of ten 
days during the following year, namely, from the 4th to the 15th 
of October, and recommended that in the future one day should 
'be added to each fourth year which we, today, call “Leap Year.” 


| Liturgicel Year Determined 


The reason we have called your attention to Easter being 
celebrated on the first day of the week is that Easter, a moveable 
feast, determines the Liturgical cycle for all the rest of the year. 
) It was evidently by design that Jesus Himself sent His Holy 
| Spirit to the Apostles to become the source of divine life to the 
‘Church on Sunday, and not on the Jewish Sabbath 
| But the Adventists ask: “If God rested on the seventh day 
of the week how can the first day of the week commemorate that 
rest?” That was for the Old Law. They retort: “But the Bible 
speaks of the day being set aside ‘forever.’” That is a common 
expression in the Old Law. Circumcision was also prescribed 

“forever,” but the Apostles, who were commissioned by Christ 
| to legislate for the Church, abrogated both Circumcision and the 
Sabbath. The best argument in behalf of the cessation of the 
Old Testament in favor of the New was the abrogation of the 
Old Testament day of public worship.
